1. Applicants' response to the office action filed on August 12, 2005 have been entered and 
considered.

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-17, 51-52 are allowed. 

The present invention is drawn to a method of assessing whether a subject is afflicted with 
prostate cancer comprising comparing the level of expression of marker in a sample with the 
normal level of expression of the marker in a control sample, wherein the marker is selected 
from the group consisting of SEQ ID No. 10 and SEQ ID No. 1 1 and the significant difference 
between the level of expression of the marker in the sample and the normal level is an indication 
that the subject is afflicted with prostate cancer. The closest prior art (Nagase et al.) teach 
sequences comprising the sequences of SEQ ID No. 10 and 11, however Nagase et al. did not 
teach or suggest the method of using and the biological function of the marker sequences. Thus 
the instant invention was not taught or obvious over the closest prior art. Upon reconsidering 
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Applicants' arguments and the declaration of Dr. Steven Haney submitted on November 15, 
2004, the rejection under 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph (enablement) is withdrawn.
